Br. Marx's, Fla,, March 11.--Colonel Stock-
ton, of Peonsylyania, arrived from the Caban
rebel camps bearlng the encloged me-sage from
the chief of the rebels to President Grant, Afwer
some delay and difficulty I procured the en-
elosed copy, which rapid copying may have
made slighlly incorreet, The Oolovel gives the
most encouraging accounts ofithe prospects and
future of the rebels, but his report will prebably
redch you before this by telegraph:—

To His EXCELLENCY THE PRESIDENT OF THE
Usitep Srares—Sir:—The people of Cubu, by
their Grand Supreme Civil Junta, and throagh
their Generaldn Chief, Benor Cespedes, desire
to submit to your Excellency the following
smoung other reasons why your Excellency, us
President of the United Btates, should aceord
to \hem belligerent rights and a recoguition of
their independence: —

O up prayers for the success of the armies of
fne republic, and from tue sole and only want
of arms and ammuuoition these pavieut pauvle
are kept under the tyraunicat yoke of Hpaiu,
The unanimity of the masses of the people for
the republic is ominous.

Because the republic has armies numbering
over 70,000 men actuanlly io the field and dolug
duty. 'll:ew men are organized and governed
on the principles of civilized warlare, The

risoners whom they take—and so fur they

ave taken three times as moany st their enc
mies have from them—are treated in every
re:pect as the prisoners of warare used and
treated by the most civilized nations of the
eorth, In the hope of recognition by the
United Btates, they have never yetin a single
death for death, even in
cases of the most provoking nature,
canée the Spanish suthorities have almost
variably brutally murdered the soldiers of the
armics ol’the republic who have surrendered to
them, and have recently 1ssued an otliclal order
requiring their military forces herealter in-
stantly to kill and murder every prisoner of the
republic who surremders. Thia is done, the
order cheertully tells us, *'to save trouble and
wexation to the Spunish civil authorities,” Thig
1s sn outrage the civilized natious of the earih
ought not to allow.
use the United States Is the nearest clvils
jzed nation to Cubs, whose politieal institations
sinke a tesponeive chord in the hearts of all
Cuobans. The commercial nnd financial interests
of the two peoples being largely identical aud

me my great responsibihities, Al through

}eputies, I have only to say that 1 ask yoa that
you will, us quickly as poesible, constitute the
country. Great corises, to be healthy, neces.
garlly should be resolved promptly. The oriams
throvgh which we are passine is a great one,
whos:e prolongation will be highly dangerous,
und it Js necessury we should quickly emerge
from 11,”

Oeneral Prim followed Serravo with a long
epeech. Hesald:—

“Gentlemen—I1 call upon yeu from the bottom
of my heart, and in the pame of the coaunlry
which T love best in all the earth, to save and
consolidate liberty. To do this, it is necessary
Yyou ghould reconstitute it quickly and rapid lf'
It will be less diffienlt if you do not losze time in
sterile declumations, if you do not turn your
gaze backwards to the snd past, and if you do
not euvenom your discussions with painfal
records and embittered recriminations, Liberty,
aorder, and union compose the great political
trinity.” )

There .is ioteresting news {from Caba, The
Cuban Revolutionary Assembly, which buas
convened in the Central Dopartment, has de-
creed, by and with the advice and consent of
the military commanders, the immediate and
uncouditional abolition of slavery.

Officlal despaiches report that a battle has
taken place at Mayarl, the headquarters of the
rebel forces fn the Eastern Department of Caba,
The Government account stawes that a colomn
ot 600 regular iroops, supported by a heav
uriillery fire, carried the fortidcationsof Mayari,
and captured the town, which was defended by
2000 insurgenis,

THE FEVER SHIP.

Cruaelty on Bonard the Ship James Foster
=Shocking Treatment of PFassengers,

An examination is now belng made into the
conduot of the officers of the emigrant ship
James Foster, Jr., which recentiy arrived at
New York., The oharge asgaiust them 18 Lhat
of Inhuman treatment of the passengers, The
testimony given yesterday was to the fullowing
effect:—

The following diary is a relic of the trip, It
18 written in & falr band, and gives the beatings
in chronelogical order:—

“Kicked in the eyes and nose on the 16th of
December, 1508, Black my eyes in tne Mersey,

“16th January—Beatl with & rope tén minutes
by carpenter.

“Kicked 18th of January in mout by carpen-
ter; kicked by carpenter, 4 Fevunary,

“Sirock in the face afi, then ordercd to the
forecastle puld down by lhe bair and kicked
until 1 bled outof the nose and ears, by car-

enter.
s “In fact every day on the voyage,
“MICHAEL GANNON."

Michael Gannon was the firet witness oalled
At the examination, and after testifylog that
he was & laboring man from Oork, Ireland, and
that the rallons were not good, not hill as
muoh us promised In the cootract, he sald:—
We had 1o go to work pulling the ropes; the
carpenter beal me five or slx weeks after belog
onl; that was the only time; thecarpanter com-
pelled me Lo pull the rope, and all Lne passen-
gera were afrield they would not get anyihing lo
eal; we worked avery day; the oarpanterstrugck
me: 1 went into the gelley and be called me a
— — Or somelhing, snd then he staoock
me with a rope he had In bis haad; he suld the
captain had ordered the Irish — —— to pull
the rope; 1 was in the galley agaln, and Lhe
boatswain struck me Ltheére two blows with &
rope. If we got our ratious on Gaturday they
would last until Thureday morning., The car-
penter used to put the fires out in the galleye,

On cross-examination he Lestified that the
passengers often swapped ove thing for another;
the Jews, not eating pork, wonld swap it for
other lnfun; the supply of watéer was not
enough; wetrled o cateh raln-water on wet
days; when I recelved the blows I was in Lhe
passengers’ galley; the time the carpeater
struck we was where 1 was golng ont, There
were others present but he only struelkc me; I
was doing nothing; he told me to go out, and 1
told him that I would; afterwards in the day
he siruck me iwlce agaic; a week aflier:
ihat was in the last part of the voyage; Lhen
be called me’those names; I told nim, "I
wo not thrive with him Iif I conld, Hestrueck
me on the It of the neck. I wasnot strong
enoungh to fight, but wouald if Teonld, I often
saw the carpenter siriking the sallors. Many
nights I was omlled u: to worle, three or foor
times anight. We wor odl:ulilng ropes, clean-
Ing decks, scrubblog in the slcerage, ete. In
the latler L of Lhe voyage we were up at
work flve Limes every weelk, the water mea-
sure was half full of pitob; when I went into the
galley to-warm myself the boatswaln ca'led me
“a Yankee — —" and then he hit me
with his fist and knocked me down,

A PHYSIUVIAN HEATEN.

Abraham Meyer, a Pole, sworn, testified—1
wis & passenger on Lthe James loster, Jr.; the
provisions generally were very poor; I have
neen the carpenter baating persons; be beat me
once; when I got my share of water 1 was not
gquoick enough, 80 he gave me blows; I was net
qulck enough Lo take it away; he hit me with
nin fist in the face; my business was that of an
asslstant physlelan.

Bartholomew Tobin sworn, 1estifled—1 am a
